NHW YORK, Dec: 22.—The National City 
Bank has been chosen by the Government 
as the depository for all the internal rev- 
enue receipts. It means that Secretary 
Gage has given this mighty institution, 
which is believed to have been instrumen- 
tal in causing this week’s panic, an op- 
portunity to make $50,000 a day and not 
be out a penny in the transaction. 

Tt means that all the Government's rev- 
enue received from taxes on tobacco, 
spirits, malt liquors, deeds, mortgages,

revenue except ‘customs dues, in short 
will be deposited daily in this one bank, 
to be distributed among other banks or 
loaned at interest, as the National City 
Bank directors choose, and the bank will 
not pay a cent for the amazing and tre- 
mendous favor. 

These deposits will amount to nearly 
$1,000,000 a day, and certainly $5,000,000 a 
week, or $260,000,000 a year. The bank pays 
no interest to the Government for the use 
of the money, but it must deposit United 
States bonds with the United States Treas- 
urer as securiy for the loan. The bank 


then receives not only the use of the pub- 


lic’s money free of charge, but the interest 
on the bonds as well. 

The National City Bank already has

It is the most powerful institution in the 
country. It has the largest capital stock, 
increased on Dec. 3 from $1,000,000 to $10,-

@enting the Standard Oil interests; H. Wal- 
ter Webb and William Douglas Sloane, rep- 
resenting the Vanderbilt interests; Robert 
Bacon of J. Pierpont Morgan & Co., O. 
Havemeyer of the Sugar Trust, Jacob H. 
Schiff, representing such vast interests as 
those back of the great Union Pacific syn- 
dicate; John A. McCall of the New York 
life Insurance Co. 

It is a bank of railway kings and trust 
barons and all manner of great interests 
that have direct concern in national finan- 
cial and commercial legislation.

‘7 GAGE’S EXPLANATION. 


His Action Was Taken to Relieve the 
Money Stringency. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 22.—A dispatch from 
Washington quotes Secretary Gage as say- 
ing: The Treasury has endeavored to re- 
lieve a money stringency in the only way 
that it could do so legitimately. By of- 
fers to purchase bonds, to anticipate inter- 
est due without and with rebates, and to 
go without the income to be derived from 
internal revenue, so that the money could 
become available through’ the depositaries, 
it has done what it seemed proper to do. 
Since it offered ta take up $25,000,000 of 
bonds, the prices of bonds have advanced, 
and they hold their price, while many 
stocks have fa! many points on the mar- 
kets. Some of the bonds now on the quoted 
list would be worth to purchasers less than 
2 per cent at the price made. Of the $25,- 


000,000 of bonds the Treasury offered to buy, 
but $20,000,000 have been offered. The offer 
is still on ene We may get the other 
35.000, 000 or $6,000,000. Altogether there will 
be released from ury control and 
made avallable for immediate use at va- 


Frious points, as the Treasury could not 


discriminate in favor of one city in in- 
creasing its deposits in banks, about $36,- 


000,000. As I have said, the prices of bonds 


have advanced. They are now beyond the 
price at which the Treasury offered to buy 
them. How much should the Treasury 
offer to pay, and when it has offered to 
pay a price will that price be advanced 
again? That seems to be a matter worthy 


of careful consideration.“

Safely at Delagoa Bay.

LONDON, Dec. A.—Lady Randolph Churchill has received a cable dispatch from 
her son, Winston Churchill, the war correspondent of the New York World and St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch, who was captured by the Boers in Natal and taken to Pre- 
toria, and whose escape from there was announced Dec. 14, saying he had arrived 


safely at Delagoa Bay. 


‘The Pall Mall Gazette’s correspondent describes Churchill's conduct in the ac- 
tion in which he was made prisoner as follows: 
A party of volunteers, consisting principally of plate layers, etc., led by Winston 
Churchill, who behaved throughout with most heroic courage, succeeded in placing 


the rails. 
under a terrible fire. 


Mr. Churchill had previously assisted in carrying in no less than 3 men 
Some idea of the accuracy of the enemy’s fire and of Mr. 


Churchill's courage may be obtained by rarrating the fact that a Boer shell burst 
in front of Mr. Churchill, killing two men on each side of him. Our wounded were 


now dotting the veldt on each side. 


The continued rifle fire and the weird sound of 


the quick fires added to the horrors of the situation. At last the Une was clear and 
the engine, with one carriage. of the armored train, was enabled to return to 
Frere, leaving Capt. Haldane's party flercely engaged.

Jim Hart, president of the National 
League Club, objects and now Comiskey 
se ys he will put a team in Chicago wheth- 
er Hart likes it or not., In fact, at Chi- 
cago on Thursday, Comiskey came out 
fiat-footed with the statement that he 
would put an American League club in 
Chicago, national agreement or no agree- 
ment. President Hart of the Chicago Ball 
Club could not keep his team out of Chi- 
cago. 

There's no use fooling over this any 
longer,“ said Comiskey. “I am going to 
have a club of my own in Chicago next 
season. Hart says we can’t get a club in 
bere without getting his permission. Well, 
We don’t want his permisslon. It isn’t 
needed. 

Mr. Hart has assured some innocent re- 
porter that the president of the Chicago 
Club will have the say-so in the matter, 
and unless we want to break the national 
agreement the talk of a second club its all 
bosh, We.l, all this may bea very peasant 
reverie for Mr. Hart, but did you ever give 
a thought to what may happen when he 
Wakes up? 

“I think that the American League man- 
agers are perfectly willing to break that 
agreement which has been packed in tin 
Toil for the last few years. hat package 
is getting too musty. It has lost its flavor. 
It never did us a particle of good and we 
will be much wetter off without it.’ 

In connection with the assertion that 

Cemiskey will have a club in Chicago the 
rumor loobs up that the status of Tom 
Loftus as manager of the Chicago Club is 
not setted. President Hart has officially 
denied that there is the slightest friction 
between him and his new manager, yet the 
report that Loftus is not satisfied will not 
down. Loftus is credited with having told 
a friend of his while in New York that 
he was deeply disappointed at not having 
more money at his disposal in buying play- 
ers. Loftus is also said to have made 
the assertion that he did not have a writ- 
ten contract.

They assert, and cer- 
tain.y with some justice, that opportunity 
to strengthen the Chicago team may pre- 
sent itself later on, and that at present 
there is not a high-class player which can 
be had for love or money.

ADJOURNED TO JAN. 22. 


IS REPORTED SERIOUSLY ILL. 


She Is Now Confined in the Contagious 
Ward of the City Hospital—Phy- 
sicians Think She Will Recover. 


The hearing of Mrs. Henrietta Bamber- 
ger, on the charge of manslaughter in the 
first degree, which began so briskly Mon- 
day and began to flicker on Wednesday, 
dwindled to a mistrial Friday morning and 
the jury has been discharged. 

Judge Fisher, in adjourning the case, set 
the date for the new hearing at Jan. 22. 

Mrs. Bamberger is now a patient in the 
contagious ward of the City Hospital. Her 
condition became so apparently worse 
Thursday night that Judge Fisher took 
official cognizance of it and gave permis- 
sion to transfer her from the jail to the 
hospital. She is suffering from erysip- 
elas. The right side of her face is 


in eruption and she has a high fever. 

Dr. Nietert, superintendent of the hos- 
pital, says the case is not unusually se- 
vere, though he thinks it will, be at least 
two weeks before she can leave the in- 
stitution. There is nothing to indicate 
that the disease will result fatally,” said 
Dr. Nietert, “though I must admit that 
Mrs. Bamberger’s age is against her 
chances of recovery.’ x

IV INSANE. ASYLUM 


RETURN OF THE COMMISSIONERS 
FROM THE EAST. 


MEETING HELD AT THE LACLEDE 


Some Questions Concerning Title to the 
Lands at Farmington Will Be Set- 
tled Within Ten Days. 


The commission appointed by Gov. Ste- 
phens to locate and superintend the erec- 
tion of the new asylum for the insane in 
Southeast Missouri, to be known as Asy- 
lum No. 4, returned to St. Louis Friday 
from à trip through the Eastern States 
where its members inspected State insti- 
tutions of the. kind they wish to erect 
that are considered models in their con- 
struction and arrangement. 

The commissioners, immediately upon 
their arrival in St. Louis, held a meeting 
at the Laclede Hotel, where they discussed 
the ideas they had procured from their 
visit. They als> considered some ques- 
tions that have arisen concerning the title 
to the land they have purchased at Farm- 
ington, Mo., upon which to erect the asy- 


lum. It was agreed, after investigating 
these obstacles, that they were of minor 
important and may be easily adjusted to 
the satisfaction of all parties concerned. 
Before the meeting adjourns from St. Louis, 
a committee will be appointed to see that 
the title is made clear before the work 
of erecting the building begins. 

Senator Hohenschild of Rolla, Mo., archi- 
tect of the commission, accompanied the 
commissioners on their visit to the East, 
and inspected the model institutions with 
them. e procured copies of the plans and 
specificaticns of eac which he will 
use in drafting the plans of the new buiid- 
ing. Upon visiting an asylum, the com- 
missioners pointed out to him the features 
they wish to introduced in the Missouri 
building, and he examined every detail of 
them. It is hoped by the commission to 
procures in this way, all the advantages of 
the leading Eastern asylums for Missrour!. 

The commission will probably remain in 
session in St. Louis until Saturday after- 
noon. An adjournment will be taken in 
time to allow the members to do Christmas 
shopping, and get to their homes in time 
to distribute their presents,
